Cai-k Town, Oct. 20.— Th.o volunteer 
military column sent out from Fort Victoria 
to operate against King Lobengala's Mata- 

belo warriors mot tho enemy on October 1,5, 
near Indiana Mountain, and defeated tho 
natives. Tho Fort Salisbury column foufjht 
and defeated a separate body of Matabelea 
near tho scene of the first engagement men- 
tioned, Ibe two oolumna then advanced to 
Sulawatyo, King Lohongula's kraal. Capt. 
Campbell was shot in tho leg and it was no- 
eaaary to amputate tho limb. This was 
only oasually reported. It is estimated tho 
Fort Victoria ooluma Itillod 100 Matabeles. 
The Fort Charter oolumn is also said to 
have fought succeaafully. 

JonAHNKSBtJBO, Got. '20 —It haa Ij.ion 
learned here that Coptain Cimi)bi ll was 
wounded on October I.'), in thi; vicinity of a 
kraal soutliwcat of the Indimia uiountain. 
He was shot by a Matubule who waa oon- 

iled behind a rock. Fearful of the pun- 
ishment they knew the Hritish would inilict 
on tlicm for tlio shooting, all the nalivea in 
the vicinity lied into a more iiuiccessible 
country, 'I'liey left precipitately, abandon- 
ing 2.j0 lioad of cattle. .Shortly after (Jump- 
bell'a U;fr waa am[iuliite(! ho ilicd frcm the 
ahock. (jolonel Hraliant, commundinn lOO of 
Chief Khama'a licchuanaa, encountcrfd a 
strong party of Matabeles in tlie Matoppo 
hilla on (Jotober l(i, and fought an engiige- 
rnent willi them. Twenty seven of the 
Matabelea were killed and tvv<!nty-flvo head 
of tlieir cattle captured. Tho Matuboles 
wore reinforced and Col. Brabant was forced 
to retire. Tho Matabeles pursued tho 
liechuunas for u sliort distance, and then, 
evidently fearing Col, Bral>ant was attempt- 
ing to draw them into the open oountry, 
abandoned the chase and returned to the 
hills.

Ki!w YoKK, Oct. 20.— Rev. Dr. Phillip 
Sohaf}', who waa regarded by many during 
hie life as the greatest living authority on 
Ciiurch history, died this morning at his 
heme, in this city, of paralysis. He waa 
born at Chur, Switzerland, January 1, 1819. 
He was educated at Cliur, Stuttgart, Tub- 
ingen, Halle and Berlin. From 1S43 to 
1 811 he lectured in tho University of Ber- 
lin on exegesis and church history. In IS ll 
he went to America, whore he beoamo Pro- 
fessor of Theology in the Lutheran Semi- 
nary of Mcroersburg, Pennsylvania (1814- 
0.'))- He removed to New York in 180,'!; 
was secretary of the Now York Sabbath 
coniniitteo 18C-1 G9, and lecturer at tho theo- 
logical aeminariea in Andover, Hartford and 
New York. In 1871 be became Profeaaor of 
t;hurch Hintory in the Union Theological 
Seminary, New York He wua one of the 
founders of tho American brancli ot tho 
lOv-angclical Allimce, and was sent three 
times (181)9, 1872, 187,'i) to Kuropo to ar- 
range for tho General Conference, which 
was hold in New York in October, 1873. 
He was a member of a number of historical 
and literary aooioties, und was President of 
tlie American Bible Uovisiou committee, 
organized at tho re(|Ucatof tbe English com- 
mittee, and in 1875 waa pent to England to 
negrjtiate and arrange terms with tho Hritiah 
revisers and tho university pressea with ro- 
Rard to co-operation and publication of tho 
Anglo-American revision. That same year 
in August ho attended a oonferenoo of tho 
old Catholics, Greeks and Protestants, at 
Bonn, with a view to promote Christianity 
amone the churches there represented. Dr. 
Schaff waa tho first president of the Ameri- 
can Society of Church History, with its 
otncers representing all the leading branches 
of the Protestant oEurch, and in addition to 
the oultivation of that particular branch of 
literature to which it is devoted,^ tbe society 
aimB at unifying .Christian thought and 
sentiment throughoat the world. Dr SchafT 
waa a voluminons writer, hia works being 
mostly historical and ejcegetioal. Some of 
them are written in Qermao and others in 
English, but the German ones have been 
translated. 



U. S. PENSIONERS. 

A By No Jlcaus Snmll Army on Uncle Sam s 
List— Over Four Million Dependents. 

WASHiNfiTON, Oct. 20 —Samuel Bkok- 
woll, third auditor of tho Treasury, in his 
annual report, states that during tho past 
year there has been an enormous increase in 
pension diBbursements. The number of 
vouchers paid by pension agents has in- 
creased year by year from 1,2'26,1I9. in- 
volving S.'»9,906 501.00. in 1883, to ;i GG9,- 
009,involvinK S1.->5,071.50G 98, in 1S'J3, 200 
per cent, in ten years, while tbe clerical force 
liaa increased from forty-nine to aixty-four, 
.'lO per cent, only, in the same period. At 
tho close of tho fiacal year there were in tho 
oflice unexamined 1 ,2S 1,3 10 pension vouch- 
cra representing about four months' work. 
Lack of room to lieep tho records intact is 
mentioned. The auditor states that pen- 
sion vouchera are ucjumulating at tho rate 
of $4,0110,000 a year. "I cannot," sayB 
he, " now aeo how the oiiico can, without 
additional file rooms, preserve tho records 
aa the law requirca." 

Tliero are now outatanding 711,150 
claima, including thoao for increase of pen- 
sions. If twenty years ago it had been 
BUggcated that twenty-eight years after the 
war closed tbe pension list would be grow- 
ing at an unprecedented rate, the idea would 
have been scouted as absurd, yet such is tbe 
fact, and it is not easy to tix a time when 
tho increaae will cease. Of tho :{,()00,000 
men who enlisted during the war 2,000,000 
are said to bo alive, and tho department 
estimates that tho number of persons em- 
braced in the provisions of the dependent 
pensions law will equal 2,000,000 more, 

MICHIGAN'S RAILWAY HORROR. 

The Ktorj- Told lii a Few Sentences— The En- 
Ciueer lu Jail ; the Oondnctor a 
Fugitive. 

Battle CiiEEK, Mich.,0ot. 20. — Twenty- 
six heaps of charred, biaciiened fiesh, all 
that remains of what, leas than twenty-four 
hours ago, wero men, women and children, 
iu the enjoyment of life, liealth and happi- 
ness, rust upon tho floor of an improvised 
morgue in tho basement of a furniture store 
of thia city. A mile away, in thocity hospi- 
tal, are a acoro or more of human beings 
with gaahed bodies and broken limbs; add 
to thia an engineer in j lil and a conductor a 
fugitive from tho law, aud the story is told, 
in brief, of the latest of railroad horrors, and 
one of the most appalling in character of 
tliia or recent years. 

CANADIAN OAITLE TRADE. 

The ICxtiort Business to England Shows an 
Inunense FaUine olT and 
Great loss. 

MoNTRKAi,, Oot. 20. — Cable despatcliea 
this wuek, in regard to tho sales of cattlo iu 
the liritiali markets, showed oonsideralo loss 
in Canadian shipments, some of tho cx- 
porlera liaving lost §6 to $8 per head. Tho 
sbipmi^nts up to date havo boon 1G,44G head 
behind last aeaHon, tho figure being 7G 702 
bead thia year. On account of the restric- 
tions placed upon Canadian cattle in Great 
Britain, tho stock trade with Scotland has 
been compioteiy killed

A SEVERE BLOW. 

Tho Michigan Central Accident a Severe Blow 
to Travel by That Koutc. 

CiiiCAao, Oot. 20.— The passenger trufllo 
between the West and the East over tbe 
Michigau Central road has received h seri- 
ous blow as a result of tho recent fatal Occi- 
dent at Jackson, Mich. The Lake Shore 
and other eastbound roads were overwhelm- 
ed with trailio during last week, while re- 
ports from tho East say that passengers 
from points converging at l!u(lal6 are will- 
ing to go to extra expense and to avail them- 
selves of slow trains rather than to risk 
life and limb on the Michigan Central. 

In railroad as well as well as in travelling 
circles tho disaster is commented upon as 
ouo of tho moat inexcusable in tho recent 
history of railroad management. That a 
train lying at the station of a town tho size 
of Jackson, that tho paasetgers might take 
breakfast, should bo run into by a second 
section, the crew of which ivus supposed to 
havo been forewarned, and consequently 
fully aware of the existing conditions, is 
commented upon by raiiroftd people as ex- 
traordinary. 

Of all tho railroad accidents of the 
World's Fair year tho one in question is re- 
garded among railroad men as most worthy 
of blame, and as this sentiment extends to 
tho general public it is little wonder that 
tho Ihrough trafBo of tbe road has dropped 
off. Old railroad men say it will take years 
to restore cnnfidenoe in this highway of 
transportation, while tiie stookhoiders find 
little consolation in the fact that the im- 
mediate cost to them will amount to half a 
million dollars. 



JOHN C. ENO'S CASE. 



New York's Abscondingr I3ault Presi- 
dent Not Ualikt'ly to Come 
to Trial. 



His Case Has Laiu Dormant for Years 
—The Prosecntion Seing: 
Fashed. 



Nfw Yobk, Oct. 20.— Diatriob Attor- 
ney Delaaoey Niooll has taken an appeal to 
the United States Supreme court against 

the writ of haheas corpus granted by Judge 
Benedict in tho case of John C. Eno, re- 
moving it from tbe jurisdiction of tho court 
of gsneral session. Eoo was president of 
the Second National Bank. In 1884, ho 
misappropriated a large amount of the 
bank's money and fled to Canada, where he 
remained until last March. Numerous in- 
diotmonts were found against him, both in 
tho United States and County courts, but 
tho amount of hia defalcation was made 
good by hia father and relatives. When 
lino returned to Now York, ho gave himself 
up to tho United States authori- 
ties, and bail was accepted for 
his appearance. Delancey Niooll 
had him arrested, and Euo's counsel, o(- 
Sonator Frank Hiscock and Col. George 
Bliss, obtained from Judgo Benedict u writ 
of habeas corpus, removing tho case out of 
Mr. NicoU's juriadietion. Tho writ was 
mado permanent, and since then several of 
tho U. S. courts have been dismissed, and 
while others were in general session it lay 
dormant. Mr. NicoU now claims that the 
County court has concurrent jarisdiotion 
with the Federal oonrts, to entertain of- 
fences for which indictments were found. 
He asked tbe Supreme court to reverse 
Judge Benedict's decision and dismiss the 
writ of habeas corpus. The case will bo 
argued in Washington, November 6. 



BRITAIN AND ITALY. 

Admiral Seymour and Ills Ollieers Kntcr- 
taiued at a Tubiic Baiuiuiit. 

Takanto, Oct. 20. — The social amenities 
between tbe Italian officials and the viait- 
ing British naval officers continue, and 
everything possible is being done by the 
local authorities to make the stay of the 
Englishmen at this port a pleasant 
one. Last evening at a ban(iuet 
Riven in honor of the viaitora. Signer 
Dayala, a member of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, made a speech, in the course of which 
ho said ; " Tlie hospitality wo aro able to 
show you is nothing compared to thatoflered 
by your free country to exiled patriots from 
our fatherland." Sir Michael Culme-Sey- 
mour, commander-in-chief of the British 
Mediterranean squadron, in reply to Signer 
Dayala, expressed tbe hope that the 
friendship uniting Great Britain and Italy 
would be strongly maintained in the future 
as it had been in the past. 



BECK'S MILLIONS. 

Handsome BeqncslB Made to Educational and 
Charitable Institnttons. 

Nkw York, Oot. 19.— Charles Bathgate 
Beck, the West Farm's millionaire, who 

died a week ago, it is said, left an estate 
wliich will foot up five or six milliona. Tho 
will has not yet been filed, but it ia under- 
stood that Mr. Beck bc(|ueatha to several 
legatees nearly $5,000,000, of which Mr. 
Jcaaup, who for years haa been iMr. Beck's 
right-banil man, and his nmther, receive 
about 8250,000. \Vilh ono or two excep- 
tions, the rent of tlio legatees receive money 
in loia of not over .$10, (100, und the reoidue of 
the eatate is divided into seven pr.rta, to he 
devoted to education and cbariiablo pur- 
poflca. 

Tlie firat inatitution mentioned ia Colum- 
bia college, the law school of which Mr. 
Keck waa a graduate. Nearly $1,000,000 is 
set apart to endow four law achools, to 
establish prizes, aud for tho benefit of the 
institution proper. Tho Board of Preaby- 
torian Missions is next in the list of bonefi- 
ciiiries, and ia remembered by a gift of 
uuiny thouaands of dollara. Tlio Peabody 
Homo for Old Women, New York hospital, 
tho Homo for Incurahka and Dr, Park- 
hurst's Society for the Suppreaaion of Vice, 
complete the list of seven bcnoficiariea to 
whom shares of the residue of four or five 
millions are either siven outright or left as 
an endowment. The Society for tbe Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals also oonics in 
for a big slice of the eatate.

Toronto Empire (London special): II. 
Rider Haggard, the novelist, haa written a 
long letter to thoTimea, "to diapel tho no- 
tion 'onrrentjn«omo oirolen in England that 
L(;beDguIa is an innocent and worthy sav- 
Bge on whom the chartered oompany is 
foroing^ a quarrel." ■ Mr. Haggard relates 
that Lobengula, for an inoironaivo remark 
about being a pretender to hia throne, had 
a British captain, Patterson by name, and a 
sergeant, sent to hia camp on a mission by 
Sir Bartle Frere in 1878, and. l>i»d them 



foully murdered on their return journey, to- 
gether with a youth ^nanied Thomas, whom 
thoy had engaged, froin: Lobengula's own 
camp. The .Govemment never, avenged 
that crime. Hii (Haggard) proved the mur- 
ders and describes them in detail. "Soine 
of the stories told of Lobengula are too 
devilish to print, if ever innocent blood 
cried to heaven for vengeance, it cries 
against Lubeugula." Mr. Haggard urges 
the Government, even at some cost, to re- 
fcahi BKchuanaland and Mashonaland. 

During tho late maco'uvres of the German 
army dogs were actually employed in lield 
work and made a useful record. It was 
veritably a case of letting slip the doga of 
war. Tivi) Scotch colli(.s and three German 
eheep doga were tried in outpost work and 
in curryiug dinpatohea from headquarters. 
Tliey went about their duties with dispatch 
and certainly, especially at night, and 
proved of decided value in searching out 
supposed wounded peraons. Tho Scotch 
doga were very sagacious and f.kithful, and 
tho German bold did wonders in speed. 
One sped over two miles in seven nuuutes. 
Duga aro not of so much account in convey- 
ing messages now that liehl telegraph facili- 
ties by ordinary instrument'', telephone and 
heliograph, aro so perfect. They might bo 
utili/.ud in laying field wires for abort dio- 
taucea during the hot fighting, or in carry- 
ing phonograph mesaoges to the front. In 
dealing with doga, an enemy haa a good op- 
portunity to coax tho animals and deprive 
them of their messages or turn them to hos- 
tile account. 

To catiinato tho pay of working people at 
GO cents or -Jl a mouth and board would 
doabtlesa bo misleading to many who aro 
not familiar with economics in China, says 
Langfaorne Leitoh, late Missionary to China, 
la a letter to the Kansas City Star, though 
if a nearly approximate figure could be 
arrived at the disorepenoy would, after all, 
appear to us a small matter. I would not 
attempt to say what the smallest wages are. 
I have known personally of wage-oarnera 
gutting abou' 25 cents per month and very 
poor food. Apprentices work _long terms, 
much of the timedoing akilled work at a total 
coat to the employer of less khan $1 50 per 
month. Sixty cents to $1 per month and 
board would include uncounted thousands 
of boatmen, clerks and household servants, 
and perhaps overstate the facts consider- 
ably Many of the blacksmilha, coolies or 
hurden bearera, basket and bamboo workers 
and others would moat likely fall into tho 
same category. Carpenters working by tho 
day got about 1.") cents per day, and clothe 
and feed tbeniselvea, but taUo tho risk, of 
courae, of lost time. Other "journeymen" 
work, so far aa I know, does not vary much 
from thia figure ; carpenters, masons, brick- 
layers, etc., being i'bo'it tlio HHinn. Almost 
any of these, however, would doubtless bo 
glad to gel work at $4 per month gross. 

Orogonian: Capt. J. Gray, of tho Lurlino, 
has a facsimile of a curious chart of tho mouth 
of tho Columbia river, made 101 years ago 
by Captain George Vancouver, the early 
English navigator. A most remarkable fact 
about the chart is that it shows tho north 
channel, tho one now in use, to have been 
precisely as it ia at tho present day. There 
was the same depth of v.'ater then that 
there is now. From the Oregon cape a 
long, narrow spit of sand ran out, high and 
dry at all stages of the tide. Trees grew 
on the- spit, and the Indians had their 
farms there, raising abundant crops of 
vegetables, as the white men now do in 
tho sand plains abpat Point Adams. Sand 
island is at the present day four times as 
largo as ahown on tho Vancouver chart, but 
since the completion' of the jetty it ia gradu- 
ally waahing away. During some great 
freshet early in the century the spit disap- 
peared and a shoal gradually formed across 
the entrance of the river. It was thia same 
ancient chart which the Government engin- 
eers took as their guide in building the now 
famous Columbia jetty. They followed its 
lines and have brought back a hundred 
years laters the same conditions which na- 
turally existed when the Explorer Vancou- 
ver sailed his ship into the Columbia in 
search of the Northwest passage.

Costa Bioa, Oot. 20 — A decision was 

ronohed yoBtorday in tho oaso of Franoia S. 
Weckea, whose oxtrudilion tho Uiiited 
Stiktea authocitiiea have sought to bring 
about. The deoisioa will not be made pub- 
lic until President Bodriguez has recovered 
from his illnesa. lb ia Itnown only to the 
President and Minister Baiter, who left last 
night for Nicaragua to attend to aome im- 
portant business. -Through tho personal 
ofTorta of Mr. Bikknr, t bo Nioaraguan Con- 
gress will have incorporated in its next Don- 
fltitution articleu gruuting freedom of wor- 
ship and removing any restrictiona respect- 
ing the preap, 

BaENos Ayues, Oot. 20 — Eighteen pas- 
sengers who have juat arrived from Rio do 
Janeiro siiy tho reports ot the ainking of tho 
warship Uniuo by Fort Santa Cruz uro un- 
founded. When they left tho war vessel 
had crossed tho bar and was anchored in tho 
bay. First reports siid both vessels were 
severely damaged, and Utcr it was said the 
Urano had been sunk and tho Pallas re- 
pulsed. The passengers say that such re- 
ports as this have bieu sent out unoliicially 
and are therefore untrualworlhy. Tno ut- 
most care is being taken by the (iovernniont 
to prevent the truth from being known. 

The Brazili in Minister hero is trying to 
negotiate the purolmse of two ironolada 
from tho Argeutino Ooveruniont, but is not 
likely to succeed. Agents of tho revolu- 
tionists have asked the Argentine Qovoru- 
nient to recognize the independenoQ of the 
Pjraziliun states ot Rio Grfknde do Sui and 
Santa Caturina. 

Senor Ruy Barbosa, a prominent leader 
among tho inaurgenta, lias arrived horn. He 
had a nar^'ow escape from capture at Rio de 
Janeiro. Government troops in search of 
him boarded tho steamer ho was on, but tho 
British admiral aent a force to protect him, 
and refused to deliver liim up. 

It is said the Peixoto i;ovornment has 
made a clandestine iaauo of §70,000,000 in 
bonds to raise money for war expenses. 

Lima, Peru, Oct. -JO.— Tho House of De- 
puties has taken hold of tho iinancial situa- 
tion. The Minister of Finance called a 
Bccret session of tho deputies and explained 
the financial diSoulties of the country. 
The senate appointed a speoial oommittee to 
inTe8tif;ate and recommend an immediate 
remedy^ One result of the agitation waa 
tiie passage by ttie Honse of Deputies of tho 
firsli clause of a bill re-establishing gold aa 
the ourrency of the conntry, and pcobibit- 
Ing the importatioa of silver coin. The 
(Kmntry has neon flooded with Spraiah and 
Mexican silver, and this aotion is expeoted 
to pnt a stop to' its circulation. 

THE SILVER OOMPfiOMISE. 

It Will Not Be Introduced as a Measure Be- 
fore Monday— The AdmlnistrAtion 
WUl Not Agree. 

Washinotok City, Oct. 20. — There is no 
doubt that the report current on uU sides 
about tho Capitol that compromiso has been 
agreed upon by tho Democratic Senators is 
substantially correct, yet there ia a slight 
obstraotion somewhere which has rendered 
the members of the oommittee aantious 
about giving ont details. It is believed the 
President has not yet expressed bis appro- 
val of the proposed substitute, and that 
there are certain members who desire his 
approval before oommittini; themselves abso- 
lutely to tbe bill. It may bo stated ex- 
plicity, however, that members of the Sen- 
ate on both sides of tho chamber regard it 
as settled that a meaauro is in course of pre- 
paration at tlio hands of tho Democratic 
steering committee, tho conditions of which 
except as to details, have been practically 
agreed upon by the entire Democratic side 
of the chamber. Senator Voorliees to-duy 
showed by every act that ho considered tho 
end near, and when opproaohed upon the 
subject replied that he would not bo sur- 
prised if the day's work should produce im- 
p9rtant results. 

The proposed compromise provides for 
the repeal of the Sherman law, but removes 
the date at which repeal will take effect 
until January 1 or July 1, ISO."). It retires 
treasury notes below SIO It coins the 
$5-1 ,tlOU,(MK) of silver seiguiorngo now on 
hand, and makes the purchase of ■1,5(10,000 
ounces of silver per month mandatory. 
There is a.wido divergence of views as to 
the bond queation, und if Secretary Car- 
lisle will only Bay the parity of gold and 
silver can be preserved without bonds tho 
queation will not bo touched. If handled 
at all it will bo indirectly, by confirming 
the right of tho 8ecret:.ry to issue bonds 
under the act nf 1S75, limiting the amount 
to §200,000, 0(H), interest to per cent., and 
the time to five years, and providing that 
the bonds shall bo used only to strengthen 
the gold reserve and not for banking pur- 
poses. It will not be possible to incrodure 
the bill before Monday. 

New York, Oot. 19. — A Washington 
City special to the Daily America says : 
Secretary of State Oresham said to-night 
after returning from a visit at the White 
House that there oould not be a compromise 
agreed to by the administration. The sec- 
retary said the administration had in no 
wise changed its position. He would say, 
though, that tbe President was opposed, to 
the extent of veto, to Senator Uorman's 
Bobeme of bringinK about conditional repeal

THE OLOTDBB. 

Au Attempt Is to Be Gueu Kore Uade in (the 
V. S> Senate to Force u Division. 

Wasuikotok, Oct. 20.— The Sonat* de- 
voted four hours and a half to execi\tive 

business and gave tho seal of its approval to 
tho appointment of Mr, Van Alien as a.ii- 
bassador to Romo and Mr. Kilbieth aa col- 
lector of customs at New York. 

A cloture rule by Mr. Voorheos, practio- 
oUy tho same as that fathered by Mr. Hill, 
was introduced. It provides that when 
any bill or resolution which occupies the 
advantageous position of unfinished business 
has been debuted for thirty days. Senators 
may at any time make a motion fi.xing the 
time when a final vote shall bo taken, that 
that motion shall bo put immediately, und 
that during its pendency or when the time 
fixed for a final vote arrives no debate or 
amendment shall bo perndtted, The 
original motion, however, must have an 
allirmative vote of a majority of all the 
Senators entitled to seats. The resolution 
lies on the table and may come up for aotion 
to-morrow. 

An amendment to the silver pur<?haso bill 
waa offered by Mr. Pfeffor (Populist, Kan- 
sas), and occupies the position of being the 
first amendment that must be voted on. _ It 
ia a free coinage amendment, but ifspbcific- 
ally receivea and puts in force the free coin- 
age act of 1837. Two hours were then co- 
pied by Mr. Pfeffer in continuation of the 
discourse, which he began last Friday and 
which he may finish next week, and at 8 
p. m. the Senate took a reoess till to-mor- 
row. 

rOlSONEIl GRAVES NOT DEAD. 

A Bogus Corpse or a Loe Said to Have Been 
Put In tho CotUu. 

Dknvkk, Oct. 20. — Tho News publinliGs a 
sensational story to tho cd'eot that Dr. 
T. Thatcher Graves, the famous poisoner, 
who was supposed to have suicided in jail, 
ia not dead. It ia maintained that a pine 
log occupied the colliu instead of his body. 
Tho story is given on authority of Charles 
N. Chandler, a wealthy citizen of Thomp- 
son Centre, Conn , (iravea' old homo, and 
where tho body waa supposed to bo buried. 
Chandler and a follow townsman, Stephen 
Morse, are now hero. They declare tho 
coffin was opened at the grave, against tho 
protests of the widow, and found to contain 
a pine log, and that the supposed dead doc- 
tor is enjoying tho freedom of a foreign 
country. A rumor has been current hero 
for some time that tho body carried from 
the county jail waa really wax; that the 
parties to the deception wore some high otli- 
cials and a secret organization. This rumor 
was strengthened by the refusal to allow 
the remains to bo viewed except by tho 
most intimate friends, and by the further 
fact that tbe widow refused to allow tbe re- 
mains to be embalmed. 



AMEBICAN NEWS. 



Comiiilssoncr nioiint's Report. 

San FnANOi.sco, Oct. 18. — One topic of 
conversation in Hatraii when the Australia 
sailed was Commissioner Blount's alleged 
report in favor of a popular vote on tbe ques- 
tion of annexation. Followers of the pro- 
visional government assert that no election 
will bo permitted, as the natives would sim- 
ply swamp foreign voters. Tho followers of 
tho Queen insist that she be restored and 
tho Uolomna assarts that the United States 
will have to restore her should the popular 
vote be against annexation. 

The Sherman IIIII. 
CmcAoo, Oct. 19. — At the Bankers' Con- 
vention, thia afternoon, the executive coun- 
cil reported a resolution demanding in the 
name of tbe American Bankers' Association 
the immediate and unconditional repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman Silver 
bill. It was immediately adopted and or- 
dered to be telegraphed to the Senate. 

Deatb of an Irish Veteran. 

New YoitK, Oot. 19.— General Denis F. 
Burke died hero to-day ut a sanitarium, 
where ho bad been ailing for some time. 
Tho dead general was a veteran of the 
rebellion. Ho commanded the Irish brigade 
which went to tho front from this city. 

" Vcllow .lack.'' 

Washinc.ton, Oct. 19. — A report was re- 
ceived at the Marino Hospital bureau to- 
day from Si -geon Macray, of Hrunavvick, 
(ia., stating that there were forty new cases 
of yellow fever there and two deaths. Two 
new cases are reported on St. Simon's 
Island. 

Gold From Suu Francisco. 
New Yobk, Oot. 20. — Five million dollars 
in gold coin were received at tbe sub-treas- 
ury this njorning from San Francisco. It 
was brounht by Wells, Fargo t Co. The 
uBual care waa taken to keep secret the fact 
of tho shipment, and tho cxpreaa company 
declined even to sny by which road tho pro- 
cioua load had left San Francisco. It waa 
learned, however, that tho money came in 
one car and five of tho express cunipany'a 
most trusted and stoutest men, armed to 
the teeth, were in tho car during tho whole 
journey. There was also a strong posao in 
the other cars of tho train. All of the men 
who had anything to do with the guarding 
of the gold until its safe delivery at the sub- 
treasury, declined to give any particulars 
this morning of the tedious journey. All 
seemed very sleepy and declared they had 
nothing to Bay.

HONOR TO WHOJf HONOR IS DUB. 

Wo learn from a late Ottawa special tele- 
gram that tho attention of the Goveruor in 
Council has been directed to the services 
rendered by several gentlemen in connection 
with the Behring Sea case, and, that Par' 
liament will be asked to recognize their 
services in » aubatantial muuner. We trust 
that when the Vixlue of tho services of those 
gentlemen ia being considered, justice will 
be dono to Collector Milne of this port. 
That gentleman has for many years taken a 
deep interest in the sealing industry, and 
has spared neither time nor labor in col- 
lecting the information neceasnry to put the 
business in its true light before those in 
authority. Wo have reason to believe that 
the information which be collected with 
sncii pains, baa been of greab use to the 
authorities. It can easily be seen that 
having at the centre of the sealing industry 
a gentleman of wide intelligence, who was 
not only willing but eager to do every- 
thing in his power to strengthen tho Ikitish 
case, must have been of very considerable ad- 
vantage to those engaged in getting up 
that case. We are very sure that the 
'Commissioners and other offiaiala who ap 
plied to Collector Milne for information and 
who desired his cooperation will bear will 
Ing tcsLtnnony to his zeal and to tho value of 
tho aervicea which ho so disinterestedly 
rendered. Tho owners of scaling schooners 
here and all connected with the business 
apeaic highly of Colleotor Milne. They have 
always looked upon him as a firm and judi- 
cious friend upon whose good-will and 
ability they could in ull emergencies place 
implicit reliance. It eeeiiis to bo a pity that 
services to the atate eucli as those rendered 
by Collector Milne cannot receive a more 
permanent and a more distinguishing recog' 
nition than the "substantial" one meU' 
tionod in tho telegram. Honors leas " aub 
atantial " tlmn ii recognition in cuah are 
often more highly pn'z.d by llio men who 
earn them and by their family and frieuJa, 



A RUSSIAN OPINION. 

It is strongly su6peoted in some quarters 
thst tho lovB and adniinvtion for tho Kua- 
lians, so efTueively exproased by the people 
and the pjreta of Paris, is not reciprocated. 
The Russian who is a devotee in religion, 
and who is a sincorc and by no means toler- 
ant believer in tho divine right of kinga and 
czars, has very littlo, indeed, in common 
with tho sceptical Frenchman, who ia not 
only a scoracr of religion and a doridor of 
religionists, but ia a hater of monarohy and 
a sympathiser with revolutionists of all 
classes and creeds. Tho way in which the 
great majority of good Rusaiana look at tho 
French ua a people waa, not very long ago, 
pretty strongly oxpresaud by Prince Meat- 
oheraky in the Grasdooin (Citizen), of which 
be ia editor. Among other things this 
loyal and orthodox Prince says : 

"Away with a nation that does notbe> 
lieve in the Almighty, a nation incapable of 
defending itself, and which surrenders itself 
to an enemy in hundreda of thousands I A 
nation whoso patriotism only oxiats in 
phrases cannot be tho ally of the Rueaian 
nation. . . • The Frenchmen of to-day are a 
deprared bodjr, destined by fate to exhibit 
1)he Bpeoiiao]e of degenerated patriots. The 
pruent FceDohman is oompoied of nothing 



but words— everything is words, and in 

fact ho ia in practice wanting in tlio quali- 
ties, a superabundance of which is found in 
his worda, — manliness, bravery, patriot- 
ism, aolidity and sincerity." 

The above ia, no doubt, tlio estimate 
which very many Russians have formed of 
Frenchmen, and Frenchmen, when not 
carried away by exoitenient and enthusiasm 
would, if they gave their honest opinion of 
tho average Ruasiun, bo quite as uncompli- 
mentary aa Prince Meatchorsky was when 
denouncing tho French to his countrymen. 
It is not likely that an aliianee between 
peoples difTering so widely in their prinoi- 
plea, their feelinga and thoir ideas about 
almost everything, can bo very cordial, or 
can last very long. Orthodox Kusaiaus, 
whose loyalty ia part of their religion, linow 
very well that close intercourse between the 
poople of Russia and the French would be 
dangerous, both to their religion and their 
Government. 



BlilTlSH OPINION. 

Tho Britiali newspapers arc regarding the 
undignified and unpatriotic atrugulo which 
ia going on in tho United States Senate 
with amazement, not unmixed with cou- 
tempt. Oommenting upon it, the Times 
says : 

The determining of an eoonomio question 
by an appeal to poysioal eoduranoe ia little 
removed from the medieval " ordeal of bat- 
tle. " Yet this absurd Old World remedy ia 
behig applied in the centre of the most 
esaentiully modaru form of government. 

Tho Chroniclo soya : 

Tho Kpectucio ia ludicroua ond contempt 
iblo. If phyaical endurance is to be the 
legislutivu court of uppuala, oommunities 
nmat hasten to got ibeinaelves represented 
in their Sonacea liy alhletea. 

The Telegriiph ia of opinion that legislation 
in the Senate is reducud to " an ubaurd 
stalemate." 

All that the Chioigo Tribune has to say 
to this trenchant criticism ia that, " There 
is nothing to do but to plead guilty. Tho 
lOnglish ^oupof. s^ate tho exact truth. Thoy 
could iuvvo aui(' more than they did." 
This is tiia condition to which tho 
Senate haa reduced itself by its unpatriotic 
folly ami blind selfishness. When it ia at- 
tacked by IJritiahera tho upholdora of rc- 
piiblicauiani have not one word to aay in ita 
behalf. They, with ahunio and confuaion of 
face, aro forced to admit tliat it ia ull true, 
and more uuulu bu said iu cuudoikiiialioD of 
the Senate than haa been said. And yet it 
seems only tbo other day that Americans 
were, with good reason, proud of their Sen 
ate, and they pointed to it as tho model 
deliberative body of tho world. But now, 
even in tho United States, there are none ao 
poor as to do it honor. How are the mighty 
fallen I 



a while here and there, bat they labor in 

vain. Tho now state of things ia far better 
and ploaaanter iu every way than tho old, 
Tho old party hates, and unreasoning antipa- 
thies are sure to die out, and with them, unless 
they ohungQ thoir ways, the men who kept 
them alive and did their best to intensify 
them. Thero ia not the slightest reason to 
fear a reaction. Dropping Sir Richard 
Cartwright from tho liafc of apeakers ut tho 
Liberal meetings ia aa iudication that a 
beneficent change has taken place in Ontario, 
and that it is likely to last. So mote it be. 



HBt WAS MISSED. 

The name of Sir Richard Cartwright did 
not appear on Mr. Laurier'a list of speakers. 
It would be perhaps wrong to say that he 

has not been misaed. Sir Richard ia a man 
of force and ability. Ho is, beaidos, one of 
the best speakers in Canada. But ho has 
booomo unpopular even among the Liberala, 
There is no geniality in the man, and bis 
spirit is the very reverse of a cheerful one. 
He does not possess the talent with which 
Mr. Laurier is gifted in an eminent degree, 
of putting those who hear him in a good 
humor with themBelvea and at peace with 
almost all tho world — the Tories, of 
course, always excepted. Sir Richard, 
on the contrary, harrows the feelings 
of his auditors. His tones are not sweet, 
and tho subject matter of his discourse 
ia not ploaaant. He makes thoae who liour 
him feel that tho times are out of jaint, and 
that those who aro contented and cheerful 
when everything is going wrong are devoid 
both of feeling and , good sense. Comfort- 
able farmers and hopeful tradesmen who 
want to be cheered, enlivened and encourag- 
ed, feel uneaay and depreaaed after hearing 
one of Sir Richard Cartwright's able 
speeches, and consequently they have at 
last grown tired of liis jeremiads and gladly 
welcome the advent of a leader of more 
cheerful countenance and more exhilarating 
speech. 

Sir Riehard Cartwright was missed at the 

meetinga. as tho skeleton at the feast would 
bo miaaed. Hia abaenco waa found to 
bo a relief. Tho holiday makers 
were glad that he was not 
on the platform. They were in no min.d to 
listen to hia gloomy orations. Life, they 
felt, was too short to lose time in benioanint; 
tho state of tho country, ond if tho truth 
wore told, thoy saw no reason for lamenting 
and being in a melancholy mood. It ia true. 
Sir Richard pavo it hot to tho Torioa, but 
thoy are loaing their taste for the highly 
seasoned dishes that were relished at gather 
ingg of the reform party some years agn. 
They do not think that a dish which 
is almost wholly mode up of cayenne pepper, 
mustard and vinegar is either pleasant to 
tho taato or noiuiahing for tho body. To 
drop tho figure, tho Liberals of Ontario are 
finding out that the Tories are not 
all monsters and that Conservative 
public men aro not in a conspiracy with 
Old Nick to ruin tho country. They see 
now tho foolishneaa of looking at the sup- 
porters of tho Government iu und out of 
Parliament through the Grit party spec- 
tacles. Experience has proved to them that 
Conservatives and Liberals are wonderfnlly 
liko each other, and tliat dilTcring in opin- 
ion from tliem in politics ia no proof either 
of idiocy or of moral depravity, Tho con-, 
acquenco ia thut toleration and neighborly 
feeling between tho rank and file of tho 
different parties have made great progress of 
late years, and one of the results of this 
social and moral improvement ia that Sir 
Richard Cartwright and orators of his achool 
are out of date in Ontario — back numbers, na it 
wore. This is a change on wliich tliey arc 
to bo congratulated. Tho bigottud and 
narrow-minded of both parties may try to 
fan the smonldering fire of party feeling into 
a flame, and they may appear to Buoceed for

Tho work of exploration which the Gov- 
ernment surveyors are oonstanbly and 
quietly doing ia already producing results 
highly beneficial to tho Province. Thoso 
surveyors aro showing tho world tluit tho 
country which was looked upon aa almost, 
if not altogothoruniohabitablo, contains i.rrcat 
natural riches. Attention has already been 
directed to the newly opened up country in 
tho North. We arc told that people are 
viaiting Nechooo and are pleased with what 
they find there.

The lund ia 
fertile, producing the uouriahing hunch- 
grass BO high as to reach the horses' heads. 
The visitors are so well pleased with 
tho country that thoy intend to re- 
turn to it, bringing with them aeltlurs 
of tlio beat kind. And this, we confidently 
believe, is only tho beginning of large und 
flourishing aottlements in that northern 
country. As the surveyors proceed with 
thoir work, it will be soen that there are not 
only minerals in that northern country, hut 
that it contains largo areas of goad furniiii^ 
and grozing land that, when cultivated iind 
oooupii'd, will prodiiuu suatciiain'o for a 
largo population. Tho Government iu 
opening up the oountry are doing a good 
work, and the money expondcd on the eur 
voya will, we aro a il ialiiMl, bi-fore lung yield 
a liberal rctu''i to ilic Piovijice. 



A nORN C.'INADIAN. 

Lord Kl/^in, who has been appointed 
ovoruor-Ounerul of India, is by birth a 
Canadian. He was born in Moatreal when 
hia father was Oovernor-Goneral of Canada. 
He came into the world in stormy times, 
politically. The feolinga engendered by the 
robolli,on of 1837 had not had time to sub- 
side. Canadians did not underatauii tho 
working of reapansib'.e govorument, and tho 
Montreal mob censured the representative of 
the Sovereign for acta for which hia ministers 
alone should have been held responsible. 
It waa then that tho I'arlianient Buildings 
in Montreal were burnt down, and that city 
loat tho chance of becoming tho capital of 
tho Dominion. Tlie fit of turbulence soon 
paaeed away, and Boine of the men who 
then lost tlieir heads proved loyal and 
peaceful subj^-cts of Queen Viotoria and 
did, before they were called to their rest, 
the state good eervioe.

BOUNDARY SURVEYORS. 



sir. Offilvie Brings Back tho Last 
Party After a Hard Sea- 
sou's Work. 



It Will J5o Three Vears, Before 
Alaskan Line Can Be 
Defined.

The last of the boundary survey parties 
arrived down from Alaska last night, and 
the members are now in Victoria. This 
party was in charge of William Ogilvie, one 

of the mnat noted of tho Dominion survey- 
ors, who bad with him \Villium Mackenzie, 
tho ttsaiatunt in charge, R. B. Craig, F. K. 
Beatty, Waiter Macdouald and H. N. At- 
kinson, the lust named being of Victoria. 
They came from Juneau, on tho Topeka, 
which was to have called at Victoria, but, 
instead, pasaed on to Port Townaend, ar- 
riving there about midnight of Thursday, 
and the surveyors came across on the City 
of Kingston yeator Jay. They will bo here 
until Monday at least. 

When spoken to by a Colonist repre- 
sentative at the Driard lust evening, Mr. 
Ogilvie said tho season had been 
uneventful one with his party, 
all returned well, the only miahap 



and 



to be recorded being a fall which h 
himself sualained in climbing one of the 
highest and most dilUcult of the many 
peaks which had to bo ascended. In thia 
fall he severely hurt his left elbow, aud 
though for many purposes the arm ia as use- 
ful as ever it will be some time before its 
old strength returns. The season's work, 
Mr. Ogilvie says, commenced at Juneau, 
when they proceeded up Taku Inlet about 
twenty milos, thence going to Berner's Bay, 
on Lynn canal, from which place they re- 
turned to Juneau, where the boats and 
stores were housed for the winter. The sea- 
son was unusually wet, there being only 
five or six days of fine weather each month, 
until the tint week in September, and 
though from then until tho time of leaving 
the weather averaged hotter, but tho wind 
waa so gusty and changeable that, tho party 
having to do their travelling in aailboata, 
little progresB could be made. The work 
waa exceedingly hard, there being a great 
deal of the most difficult climbing. It will 
take nearly all of tWo seasons U> oompleto 
the present survey, which is pre- 
liminary to the making of the map 
necessary for the use of the boundary com- 
missioners in fixing the boundary. After it 
is fixed a party will have to go over the 
whole line and mark it. The work is thus 
bound to take three years yet to complete, 
and if a disagreement of the commissioners 
makes]an arbitration necessary there may be 
further delay. Tho work under Mr. Ogil- 
vio's direction seems to have been of a na- 
ture quite Batisfaotory to tho representative 
of the U. S. survey, who left for home in 
August. 

Some of the United States papers, Mr. 
Ogilvie remarks, and notably the Washing- 
ton Post, have in connection with this boun- 
dary commission sot up a claim for Canada 
which thoy immediately proceeded to show 
had been demolished, but ho points out 
that any such arguments or contentions as 
those used are aliaurd, as neither side will 
be in u position to make up a case until thu 
two years' work now in progress is com- 
pleted.

Grand Trnuk Trains Loadea With 
World's Fair Visitors Collido 
Near Battle Cieek. 



Telescoped Cars Cateli Fire— Terrible 
Scenes of SoffBrlne— Many 
Killed and Wonnded. 



Battle Cbbek, MLoh., Oofc. 20.— A rail- 
road wreck ooourred on the Grand Tranli 
near St. Nioholai, half a mile east of here, 
Bt three o'clock this morning. A Raymond- 
Whitoonib opecial from tho World's Fair 
collided with No. 9 expreaB, going West. 
Three cars were buraed, and it ia, reported 
twenty-five persana were killed or burned to 
death. Fifty more were injured. The 
Whitcomb special over-ran its orders. The 
following is the correct list of dead idcnti- 
Qed by che cards of peraono known tu liavo 
been on tho train and who aro mia- 
sing: Mrs. C. W. Vanduaen, Fort Plain, 
N. Y., C. W. VunduBon, Fort Plain, 
N. Y., died at the hospital; E. Wunz. 
James G. Worthman, Now York ; Mrs, 
F. E. MuKoDzio, Stratford, Ontario ; 
H. Oppornian, New York; Will Tliompaon, 
Woodstock, Out.; Harry Archbell, Now 
York; Guion Roberts, 79 Nassau street, 
Now York; Mies Wurrou, Clarland, N. i', ; 
J. F. Archbell, Now York. In tho pockets 
of one of tho bodies was found a letter 
addressed " .las. (}. Worthman, Eiglitielli 
street. New York." In thu pockotbook of 
a woman uuidemiQod was found a calling 
card with the name of Mrs. F. H. Mc- 
Ivcnzio, Stratford, Out. Another card was 
found in u vest, pocket with llio uamo of H. 
Opperinan, S19 Uroadway, New York. J. 
W. Goddard was found in another pocket. 
Ono youuf; man says he was travelling with 
Will Thompson of Woodstock, Ont., and is 
certain Thompson perished in the flames. 

Uktkoit, Oct. 'JO. — Grand Trunk oUioials 
in this oity have udviees that tho trains 
were No. 6 express, coming ICast, and No. 
9 express going West. Botli wero crowded 
with passengcra coining from and going to 
the World's Fair. All those killed and in- 
jured are from east of Niagara Falls, about 
evenly divided between Neiy York State 
and Pennsylvania. Later particulars say 
that at least 25 persons lost their lives, and 
twice that many were badly injured. Tho 
engines were driven into each other and to- 
tally wreaked. The engineers and firemen 
jumped when they oaw a collision was in- 
evitable and escaped without serious injury. 
Conductor Burke, of No. 0, the Paoifio ex- 
press, is one of thoip badly hurt. 

When the collision took place the second 
and third day coaches of tiie train going 
west wero ooniplotely telescoped. It was 
in these cars that tho horrible sacrifice of life 
took place. Tho second coach out through 
the third coach like a knife, and tho roof 
passed over the heads of tho sleeping and 
ill-fatod passengers, cotnplotoly entombing 
thooi in a fiery furnace. Tho engine and 
baggage car of the special were badly 
wrecked, but tho coaches being Bleopers, 
and the train moving slowly, escaped in- 
jury. Passengers in the four coaches were 
more or less injured. Ona of tho coaches, 
No. 1, has been in several accidents baforo. 
Twenty-five bodies wero taken out this 
n.orning by tho Boarchera. They hod been 
burned to a ciuder. 

The accident i;ook place a milo from the 
first station. Before water could bo turned 
on the cars they wore all burned. No one 
on the Raymond special was injured. The 
Paoifio express was made up of fifteen old 
coaches, and four of them were burned to 
ashes, catching fire from tho lamps in the 
cars. Tho bodies were burned so badly as 
to be unreoognizible. Nearly all had their 
heads, arms and legs burned elf. They can- 
not possibly be identified, at' least for some 
time. As the eecond cur was driven back 
through the third it swept the people in u 
mass to the north end of the latter car, in 
the vicinity of the stove, where most of the 
bodies, were afterwards found. The cars 
immediately toek fire and almost in an in - 
Btant all were in a blaze. The night fire- 
men'an'd people of 'the town were on the 
scene very quickly. One paiBenger only es- 
caped through tho doorway. '£hi orhcrs 
who escaped smashed out the windows ana 
climbed through. Only about nine in all 
escaped. All the other ocoupanU of the 
fl 'cond coach perished. 

A niO^t horrible s'^ht was presented when 
Mra. Ollairics Vandusen, of Fort I'laine, 
N.Y., was pinned by wreckage afier she 
succeeded in getting hblf way out of 
the window, Tho dotth of Mrs. Vanduaei'. 
was moat pathetic and her agony was ter- 
rible, but she rotainsd her senses to tho 
last, giving her name and address and tell- 
ing those who were powerless to aid her 
what friends to notify of her fate. She was 
ft teacher in the Methodist Sunday school at 
home and died like a Christian. Her legs 
became fastened, and those who ran to her 
Bssiatance could not release her. She was 
burned to death before their eyes, with half 
her body still hanging oat .the wiadow. Be- 
fore death came to release her from her 
Bufferings she gave her name. 'Her husband, 
Charles Vandusen, was terribly injur^, but 
was taken from the wreck alive. He died 
at 10 o'clock. 

Henry Cantiold, one of the night, clerks in 
tho Chicago & Grand Trunk cilices, heard 
the crash and immediately sent in a fire 
alarm and then telephoned to tho ongini 
house. The firemen responded i)roniptly 
but tho wreck was over half a mile away 
away from tho nearest hydrant, and the 
dillicully of drivinf,' the hoac wagon between 
the car tracks delayed them until the fire 
had gained cnn.sideruble headway. ^Vhen 
the line of hose was finally laid it took 1,,')00 
feet to roach tho burning cars. A line of 
hose -.vaa also laid from tho Grand Trunk 
waterworks, but there was not presauro 
enough to throw a ulrcivm. 

Tho work of removing iho injured was 
not completed until 9 o'clock this morning, 
v/hen tho last body was taken out of the 
wreck. Sullioiont stretchers wero not to be 
had. A temporary morgue was made of 
freight cars, in which the disfigured bodies 
wore placed under the charge of tho local 
undortakera. So horribly burned are the 
bodies lying in Ihi'-i morgue that it is hardly 
posaiblo their namoa will ever bo known. 
At 9 o'clock twenty-six dead had been 
taken out of the ruins of the wrecked cars, 
and this is supposed to be the total number 
of viotiius. As fast as the charred satchels, 
books, watches,eto, weretaken from thedebris 
(hey were banded over to tho police, and it 
is hoped that some of thoso relics will give 
a olue to the identity of some of tho victims. 
Many watches were gold, and ono pooket 
book contained nearly $500. All the physi- 
cians in the - oity were soon on the scone. 
Tho injured were taken to the Target house, 
railroad officoB, dwelling houses, and other 
place.'] nr-ar at bond. The railroad men and 
tho police had all they could do to keep tho 
curious people at the scene back, but tho 
crowd was an orderly one. No act of viin- 
dalisin has yet been reported. It is now 
said sovcral of the injured have died. The 
death list now reaches 30. It is laid 25 are 
seriously hurt. ■ ■ ; V ' "

UNFIT FOR OCCUPATION. 

Judges Adjourn a Court and Clittuge tlio 
Venue fiecauso the BuUdlne is 
Unsafe, I 

Chioaoo, Oct. 20. — For the first time in 
tho history of this and probably of any 

other country a government building has 
been vacated by the members of the judicary 
holding court within it on the ground that 
tho structure is unsafe, and that those 

identified with the federal courts are in 
daily jeopardy so long us thoy continue to 
transact business under tho roof of the 
structure. A week ago U. S. Judges Wood, 
formerly of Indianapolis, and Jenkins, 
formerly of Milwaukee, satisfied that the 
buildings were unsafe, und that their lives, 
together with those of tho atterneys, coun- 
sel and general public were in daily jeopardy, 
entered tho following order : 

" Tho court being satisfied that tho rooms 
in tho federal building in Chicago provided 
for the ubc of the court ara not proper 
rooms, tho building having boon declared by 
tho ofiicial inspector to bo unsafe, and 
being believed by tho court to bo unsafe and 
dangerous, tho marshal of the courts is 
directed to communicate this order to the 
Attoi-ney-General of tho United States, and 
to ask his approval for tho loising of such 
rooms in Chicago as may bo ncciiasary fur 
tho UBo of tho court. It is further ordered 
that upon tho conchiiion of tho argument of 
oases usaignod for liearing on the '20t\\ of 
Ootober, tho court will adjourn to meet in 
tho city of Milwaukee on the second day of 
November, aud resume tho calling of the 
calendar." 

In the Act of March 3, 1891, creating the 
Court of Appeals, it is provided ihat in 
case proper rooms cannot bo secured in Chi- 
cago, tho United States Marshal, with the 
approval of the Attorney-General of tho 
United States, may lease such room else- 
where as maybe necessary for tho court. 
The inconvenience that tho euforcod re- 
moval will create will be seriously felt by 
Chicago lawyers and litigants, but it is not 
thought that the adjourned session in Mil- 
waukee will bo lengthy, as there are only 
a dozen cases or so on the calendar. Next 
month, however, a new calendar will be 
prepared. 

AVELAN VISITS CANIiPBERT. 

" In the Crlinf a tho French KIrst Loved and 
Keared tho KuBshinB." 

Paris, Oct. 120. — Admiral Avolan visited 
Marshal Canrobert durin tho course of the 
day. Replying to the Russian greeting, 
the marshal said the French ofiBcers in the 
Crimea could not restrain tho admiration 
they felt for tho Ruasians' courage. In 
fact, it was in the Crimea that the French 
first loved and esteemed the Rusaians. 
Within half an hour Marshal Canrobert re- 
turned the visit of tho Russian commander. 
The Russian sailors lunched at tho Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs to-day and received tho 
usual ovations. The familiar toast to Russia 
und Franco were proposed and drank with 
customary enthusiasm. After the luncheon 
the Ruaaian visitors wero entertained at a 
reception. Tho vicinity of the Hotel do 
Ville was packed with enthusiastic pooplo 
to-night, when the Rursian naval oliiccrs 
arrived to attend a banquet giyen by the 
president.

Wall Street Operators Anticipate au 
Early Settleiuent of the Sil- 
ver Question. 

Dry Goods Trade in Eastern Canada 
ShoYTB a flealthy Toue— Brad- 
street's Keport. 



New York, Oot. 20.^8 of late, tlio 
■ course of the Btook nmrkot was controlled 
by udvieea from Waahington. Without 
knowing unytliiag of a defiaito ohurucCor, 
- operators aettled dowa to the opinion that 
' the Senate will dinpose of the eilver repeal 
bill at an early date and that the outoome 
will be favorable for the advooates of the 
suspension of the monthly purchases of thu 
white metal. The opening was ulmost 
buoyant, prices advancing ^ to 1.^ per cont., 
the Grangers and Western Union leading 
the upward movement. The rise was fol- 
lowed by a drop in Chiougo Gas of per 
cent, to u8i^, and tho genural liac re- 
ceded I to 4:1. 'i''" advicsa from 
Wuahiugioa ut thia time were very cou- 
llicting us to the tiiial decision of the Senate 
and it v\ as a (jueuCiuu whether anything 
short of uucoudiiionul ropaal could give sal- 
isfuotiou. Tlie " bdiira, however, did not 
take lidviintugc of the uneertaiuty and were 
evidently Ili the niiiiority. In the ufternoon 
wh> n eugiir and Luckuwauna advanced to 
94} and loS repectively, the other active 
stocks nio\'ed up sy iiipithetically. The 
weakness of Chicago Uaa was due to reporta 
from the West th[it legal proceeding,) had 
been iustltu'ed to prevent the proposed bond 
issue. Among tho spicUlties Mauhatton 
rose 4 to lll9; Consolidiied Cius 2 to 134 ; 
At the close the wi irkct was tirni. The 
total Bales were 198,309 shares.

Dun & Cu.'s weekly review of trade say a 
the eamiogs of the railroads show a little 
more decrease than last week compared 
with last year, and 7 per cent, for the 
month. Ac the South and West the do- 
croaso was about 15 per cent., but no de- 
crease appears on the great trunk linea. 
At moat pointa,bink8 are somewhat relax- 
ing their cnution, but the uncertainty re- 
garding monetary legislation everywhere 
retards confidence, and until tho do- 
mestic conaumption of goods revives 
enough to restore tho normal activity 
of industries, caution is likely to 
prevail. There ia no little questioning about 
the probable elTect of tho oompromiae re- 
ported at Washington. The failures this 
week number 340 in the United States 
against 210 last year and 29 in Canada, 
against 2o last year. Tho liat includes ouo 
largo bank at Providence and three Southern 
banks, but the number of other failures hav- 
ing large liabilities is somewhat leas than 
usual. For the previous week the full state- 
ment of liabilities is So, 727,330 against 
$3,491,292 for the week previous. 

Bradstreet's says that Bradstrcet'a esti- 
mate of a domestic wheat crop this year 
amounting to 44,000,00:) bushels has been 
accepted by Beerholim, the first European 
authoiity on cereal statistics, and is corro- 
borated by a special investigation by a 
Weatern agricultural paper. If otiioial esti- 
mates are to prevail our available export 
surplus ia now within 15,000,600 buahels of 
being all exported. All the exports of 
wheat and fionr as wheat from both coasts 
of the United States and Canada this week 
equal 2,709,000 bushels against 2,862,000 
bushels last week, and 3,180;000 bushels 
the week before, as compared with 
3,270,000 bushels in the same, week of 1892 
and 3,650,000 in 1891. There is a slight 
improvement in trade at Toronto, ofifset in 
part by the practical demoralization of the 
export cattle trade. Montreal reports that 
seasoDable weather has atimulated sales of 
dry goods and fruits. With a sharp de- 
mand for money at Halifax there has been a 
satisfactory volume of trade in moat towns, 
principally of diy goods, Tho supply of 
fish being somewhat short, there is a rather 
belter demand than usual. Bank clearings 
at Hamilton, Ti)ronto, Montreal and Hali- 
fax aggregate §18,852,000 this week, 1.0 per 
cent, less than laat week, but nearly 17 per 
cent, lees than in tho third week of October 
last year. 

Henry C!uni>, of Wall street, JNew Vork, 
in his weekly letter to customers, says : 

" Wall street has continued to aulTer 
from the delay of Senate in reaching a vote 
on silver. The larger operations of finance, 
whose issues extend away into the distant 
future, refuse to move until some certainty 
is reached us to what is lo be the quality of 
tho money in which contracts are to bo 
settled. Nor do tho doubta raised by the 
attitude of tho Senate involve merely a 
monetary rnk. They also raise a very aeri- 
oiia political (juestion — one which is funda- 
mental to ilie atability of every national In- 
tercac. It is impossible to ignore tho fact 
that we are threatened with the possibility 
of a break-down of one of the co-ordinate 
branches of the national government. 

"If theend proves a failure to reach a vote, 
it will be but a postponement of a;quies- 
oeooe with tho public will, and a brief one 
at that. It would have the natural elTect of 
the disappointment of an expected immedi- 
ate reliet ; but so reaoluto would public 
opinion be for rovcraing tho action of the 
sonato that there would bo no despondency 
and no surrender of tho present settled con- 
viction that repeal will come at a 'Eomcwhat 
later stage. It ia aomewhat remarkable 
how little the prospsot; of tho new tariff is 
now induencing manufacturing operations. 
It ia generally concluded that the now duties 
cannot take effiiot earlier than January, 
189,5, and that leuvoa producers free to 
make all needful preparations for the next 
season's business." 

Clapp &. Co., banUora and brokers, in 
their weekly New York circular, say : 

" Tho products of tho mineral, animal 
and vegelablo kingdoms maintain life and 
servo tho senses, Thoy are the material 
and environment of consoiousnesa, Tho 
artificial life of confidence and contract is 
tho product of the mind. The eager greeil 
of dominant intellect somotimos subverts 
justice through tho agency of law.

Unsnccessfhl Attempt to Land Opium fto'm 
an Outgoing Oblnese Steamer. 

San Francisco, Oot. 20.— Customs oiEoiale 
here, havin,(; known for some time that 
steamers ^rom China have been brbging 
oontraband opium to ' this port and die- 
posing, of it before docking, ynatcrday 
afternoon Deputy Collector Hudgell placed 
Inspector Hendricks at u convenient point 
near tho Heads with a powerful niarino 
glass in order to watch the aleamor City of 
Rio Janeiro, (sailing hence at 4 p,m., 
through the J< arrows till she got to 
sea. In tho meantime, tho Deputy Collector 
with three oflioers, proceeded on board tho 
revenue tug Hartley, which was then placed 
in a position where Mr. Hendricks could 
coihmunicato with them by a preconcerted 
arrangement. On the steamer nearing the 
Heads, Hendricks noticed that four bags 
were thrown overboard, where they were 
picked up l>y a fishing boat. He immedi- 
ately signalled to tho Hartley, which gave 
chase to tho boat, but before reaching it, 
tho bags were thrown overboard. A shot 
was then fired and the fishing boat hove to. 
On boarding, tho oflicera found three men, 
two of whom wore plaeed under arrest, 
Tho third, who is au American, was put 
under surveillanoo only, as he may be of 
further use to tho officers. The four bags 
thrown overboard were suppnaed to contain 
opium, valued at about §3,&00.

Attoniey-Geueral Uliiey Believes That 
Special Lpgrislation by Con- 
srresB is Needed. 



(Seattle Post-Intelllgoncer.) 

A swindltQg game through which Ole 
Johnaen. of Chlco, waa cheated out of his 
little steamer La Poloma waa perpetrated a 
few day ago by a couple of oonfidenoe men, 
working in an unusual manner. The steamer 
in question is little more than a launob, and 
had been used by Johnsen around Fort 
Washington, where tho boat, as well as tho 
owner, ia well known. 

About a week ago Johnson was approach- 
ed by a man who gave his name as Seymour 
and said he he wns a steamboat captain. Ho 
wanted to charter the La Poloma to carry 
mail between Everett and soiiio points in 
tho islands. Seymour was accompanied 
by another man whoae name is un- 
known, and botli appeared to understand 
tho steamboat buaineas. They told 
Johnteii a straightforward story, and he 
lot them havo tbe steamer. Whether auy 
papers were uigned has not been learned, 
but it ia cusloiiiury in auch caaea for those 
who lease a boat, to t,'ivo the owner a b:)nd. 
Such a formality aeeuia to havo been over 
looked in this case, anil Seymour and hia 
companion secured the steamer and brought 
her to Seiutle. After hia boat was gone 
Johnaen had misgivings over the trade, and 
followed the craft to this city to regain pos- 
session of his property. 

But tho ullegod Seymour and his partner 
were of the smooth tongued class, and again 
persuaded Johnson that they were all right; 
that they wrre going to Everett to carry 
the mail, and offered to take along any man 
Johnsen would select to represent him. 
This offer seemed to be made in good - faith 
and satisfied Johnsen, who selected James 
Davidson to aooompany the boat. As the 
La Poloma steamed out of Seattle harbor 
with Davidson on board, Johnsen thouuht 
his boat waa in safe handa, and went home 
to Chico with an easy mind. 

But instead of steaming to Everett, 
" Capt," Seymour went direct to Victoria, 
tied the boat to tho dock, and, with hts 
piirtner, went uptown. Davidson thought 
it rather odd, but liad never been in Vic- 
toria and wanted to see tho town. He also 
wanted to watoli tho boat, bo ho remained 
on board all alone until tho steam had 
pretty well run down. After ho 
thought there waa no chance to got 
tho boat off without raising atnam he 
went up town to see tho sights. When ho 
returned, an hour later, tho boat was gone. 
He hunted all over the harbor for it, but 
could not find any trace of the craft which 
ho had been sent along to guard, and has not 
since seen hor. Realizing that ho had been 
cleverly trapped into leaving tho boat, ho re- 
turned hero yesterday morning and told tho 
atory, before going to Cbioo to render an ac- 
count of his stewardship to Johnsen, which 
he did yesterday. 

It ia supposed that tho alleged Seymour 
end hia companion will register tho boat ul 
Victoria under the British dag, change her 
name and havo a boat of their own, whil 
Johnsen is wondering how he over trusted 
strangers well enough to allow them to take 
his boat away.

20.— Attorney-Gen- 
eral OIney sent to the House, to-day, are- 
ply to the resolution passed by that body 
referring to recent legal procoodinga, where- 
by cho Union I'acilio Railway pasaed into 
the handa of a receiver appointed by a 
United States Court, and requesting him to 
inform the house whether the Gov- 
ernment had any notice of, or waa 

ado a party to the proceedings, 
and whether the proceedings are valid in 
aw as against tho United Stutea, in its re- 
lations to the road and in any way affects 
ita interest in the road as protected and 
secured by existing lawa ; also, what action, 
if any, the Attorney Genorul has taken in 
tho matter and whether any future legisla- 
tion ia necessary to protect aad secure tho 
indebtedness of the road to tho United 
States. 

In reply. Gen. Olney says that the Uni- 
ted States was not a party to the proceed- 
ings, and waa without notice of them until 
they hud been taken. There are gr^ivo 
doubts as to the validity of the proceedings 
aa far aa the United States is concerned, and 
that in their practical, if not their teeluii- 
oal operation and efilect, the proceedings 
must be regarded as tending to seriously 
prejudice tho interests of the Uni- 
ted Statea, us protected and secur- 
ed by existing lawa. Tho only 
action yet taken by him, has been the em- 
ployment of the Hon. (leorge Hoadley, ot 
Now York, ua apecial couiiaul for the United 
States, an eini)loyinenl rendered neceaaury 
by the fact that tlie entire force of the De- 
partment of Justice ia no more tlian ude- 
iiuato to the current demanda upon it, and 
that the complexity of atl'idra of the Union 
PAcifio Railroad Co., the iliiporiaut ijuea- 
tion raised by the receivorahip, and tho 
enormona indebtednosa of thu company to 
the United .States rdjuire that ita iiitereats 
should receive the continuous and almost 
oxoluaivo attention of ooiiipetent counsel. 

It is inoro than probable that tho nroper 
protection of tho interests cf the United 
States will be found to call for special legis- 
lation by Congress. But, until further in- 
vestigation and knowledge, botli of the facts 
and the law involved, it would bo unwise to 
attempt to indicate the precise legislation 
needed. Upon that particular subject, the 
Attorney-General says he will make a 
special report at aa early a day as practic- 
able. 

Senator Brice, ohairman of the com' 
mittee on the Union Pacific rail 
road, retnrned to-day from New York, 
where he has been in oonsaltation with ex- 
Governor Hoadley, who baa been retained 
as counsel in the furtheoming investigation 
of the Union Paoifio. Mr. Hoadley will 
oomo to Washiogton to-morrow for consulta- 
tion with tho Attorney-General. 



THE CHEHALIS TKAGEDY. 

Twelve .lurors Decliiro the Home to Uo In 
vlulablc, and Slust Be Troteeted. 

CiiEnALis, Oct. 20. — Jorgen Anderson has 

been acquitted of the murder of Theodore 
Hardy. Twelve Lewis county ranchers 
have served warning on their fellow men 
that they believe in the sanctity of their 
homes, and that the family tie is the mopt 
sacred and must forever remain inviolate 
The crime for which Anderson was tried was 
shooting Theodore Hardy with u rifle, killing 
him instantly. Tho tragedy occurred on th 
afternoon of July last, on Mineral creek in 
the northoust part of Lewis county. An- 
derson h id been holding down a time claim 
there olT and on for over a year and Hardy 
lived on an adjoining claim. Anderson's 
wife, who is a prepossessing little woman, 
went into tho wilds of the forest with him. 
About two months before the tragedy An- 
derson bad occasion to visit Tacoma on bus- 
incBB and had Mrs. Flynn, the wife of an- 
other neighbor, stay with his wife. She 
was unable to stay the Second night. That 
evening Hardy called at the house and made 
an improper proposal to Mrs. Anderson. 
She resented the insult and ordered him 
frotn tho house. Ho left. 

When her husband returncil she told him 
of the Hn"ivir, but aa ho atid Hardy were the 
beat of friends he gave way to the hope that 
the latter would never repeat tlio inaiilt and 
let the matter rest. About a month later 
Hardy repeated tho insult, however, and 
when Anderson took him to tiiek for his 
conduct, apologized for his action and prom- 
i«cd to do better in tho future. Hardy waa 
tinally forbidden to go to Anderson's house, 
afterwards becoming seemingly friendly with 
Anderson and expreatdng his regrets at his 
action. On the day of tho tragedy Anderson 
was hoeing sonio potatoes near Hirdy's 
house, when his wife ran to him crying, 
saying that Hardy had again insulted her. 
Later in tho afternoon the two men mot in 
a lonely pathway and a quarrel followed. 
Hardy's death was the result, Anderson 
shooting him with a Winchester, the ball 
breaking the right arm and penetrating his 
side. Anderson sot up the plea of self- 
defence, claiming that when he shot Hardy 
the latter was in the act of pulling a pistol 
with which to kill him.
